The spring is the time when 
most breeding females are expected | = 
to bring forth, and after expending 
care and money in mating them 
properly it seems strange that any 
one needs to be cautioned as to 
their care asthe critical time ap- 
proaches; but such is the case. We 
have seen valuable young brood 
mares matched against heavy draft 
horses at the roughest and most 
straining of work right up to the 
time ot foaling, and we have known 
them to lose their colts as a result 
of this barbarous abuse. Cows 
heavy with calf and 1 danger of 
falling at every turn are allowed to 
Lehift for themselves in the slippery 
yards and lanes at the mercy of the 
rougher and more vicious members 
of the herd. Ewes are expected to 
get to the gram troughs on the 
same basis as the stronger and 
more active wethers. Sows are al- 
lowed to fight their own way, get 
ready for their young and protect 
them from the onslaughts of the 
stockers, when they should have 
no such interruptions. Not to 
mention the humane considera- 
tions which should prompt every 
man to “gently lead those that are 
with young,” the financial loss sure 
to be sustained by adopting or fol- 
lowing any other policy ought to 
cause him to give these females the 
best of care. Separate them from 
their stronger and more active 
companions. See that they have 
an abundance of.room to move 
easily and lie comfortably. Allow 
no noisy or vicious dogs or other 
animals to frigaten or worry them. 
Do not disturb them with over at- 
tention, but be ready to render 
assistance should it be necéssary, 
Be posted as to the most common 
dangers and diseases likely to pre- 
vail, and so be able to render 
intelligent assistance. 
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Advertise Tour Stallion. 

Don’t keep your “candle under a 
bushel.” If you have a stallion 
worth patronizing, you have one 
worth advertising. It adds con- 
siderably to the reputation of a 
horse to have mares brought from 
‘a distance to be bred to him. If 
you have a stallion that will pro- 
duce good colts, they will all come 
back next year aud bring others 
with them. There are but few 
neighborhoods that can properly 
support a good stallion within 
themselves. When your neighbors 
see men coming from a distance 


| with their mares, they will begin 


to fall in line themselves. Many a 
good horse has proven a poor in- 
vestment for his owner, simply 
because he was not properly ad- 
vertised. Like all other enter- 
prises, the man igement of astallion 
for the profit there is in it requires 
personal,.persistent and judicious 
pushing, and one of the greatest 
levers in this pushing is in getting 
the matter before the public, “If 
I had Fon last spring that you 
had a horse that produced such 
colts I vould have bred my mares 
to him,” ie an expression often 
heard in the horse departments of 
our fall fairs. If yeu don’t let the 
people know what you have, you 
cannot expect them to patronize 
you,

Leaving White Pine his roving dis- 
ition led him to sea again, and 
e visited Japan and Australia, and 
ia 187% he cast auchor in Callao; 
and then in Lima during the 
halcyon days of Harry Meigs's oper- 
ations there, when money was 
lentiful, Bob established the first 
tblack stand that the natives 
ever saw. it took immensely and 
Bob raked in 811, 000 of their pesos, 
and iu royal style returned to visit 
be Centennial Exhibition. Like 
it, his money is a thing of the past, 
but while crippled with the rbeu- 
matism, he is as energetic as ever 
and in fair weather shines as of 
yore. He has gathered curios from 
all over the world, and while the 
rarest ones pow adorn the cabinets 
of others, his implements of trade 
are curiosities of note. The chair 
in which bis patrons sit, was 
brought across the piains in 1849 
from St. Louis, Missouri, and was 
first used by Harris, the pioneer 
barber, in Sacramento. It has been 
many times recushioned, but Bob 
has it vanded with copper and 
studied with brass rails, aod pol- 
ished up as sailors only know how, 
it looks as good as new. The stand 
on which it rests ie made of wood 
from the cabin of the old ship 
Niantic that stranded on the corner 
of Clay and Sansome streets in San 
Francisco io the early days, “when 
the water come up to Movtgomery 
street, sir.“ It is also copper 
bound, and a glass front incloses 
the sign: 


BOB CHRISTY, 
EsTaBLisHED 1856. 


The alcove in vhich it stands is 
ornamented with murior an: pic- 
tures, and at night is lighted with 
au electric lamp speciaily bung for 
that purpose. All in all, it is con- 
sidered the neatest bootblack stand 
in the State, and Bob, with his 
good natur-d smile, is always ready 
for a “‘shiue, sir.“

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SMALLPOX IN VIRGINIA. 


The YWellow Flag Fiung to the 
Breeze on the Comstock. 


To-day’s Enterprise says & Case 
of genuine smallpox was discovered 
in Virginia City yesterday after- 
noon. The patient is a Mr. Frazier, 
recently from Bloomfield, Nevada 
county, California. Mr. Frazier 
has been stopping at the lodging- 
house of Mrs. McGinnis, No. 64 
South E street, three doors south of 
Washington street, since his ar- 


rival on the Comstock. He was 
taken sick last Friday, but refused 
to have a doctor called iu, thinking 
hie illness was not of a serious 
character. On Sunday the erup- 
tion made its appearance, and still 
was called, it being 
thought a & of chicken pox or 
something of that nature. ester- 
day, however, Drs. Coun and Man- 
sou were called and at once pro- 
nounced it a case of smallpox. 
Though the patient's face is thickly 
covered with pu-tules, the disease 
is not (as yet) confluent, nor is the 
vase a Maliguaut one. The physi- 
cians call it a light case. Tue yel- 
low flag was at once unfurled over 
the lodging-house, and to-day the 
patient will be removed to the pecst- 
house, which was comfortauly fitted 
up several weeks ago in anticipation 
uf just such an emergency as bas 
uow occurred. Though there are 
nine persons in the lodgiug- house. 
it is not theught that any amon, 
them who are tiable to take the 
disease have been expored, as the 
roum occupied by the patient is an 
isolated oue in the rear of the 
second story of the building.

Crabs Three Feet Across. 


Prof. Verrill, of the United States 
Fish Commission, reports that the 
zoological results of the deep sea ex- 
plorations last year were of great in- 
terest. Many additions to the fauna 
of great depths were made, and a 
large portion of them are undescribed 
forms. Some of the fishes were of 
great interest. Huge spiny spider- 
crabs over three feet across were 
taken in 1,000 to 1,230 fathoms, and 
another very large crab occurred in 
great abundance in 500 to 1,000 fath- 
oms, while in 2,574 fathoms a large 
and strong crab-like creature was 
taken. Many curious shrimp, some 
of them of large size and brightly 
colored, and often with perfect eyes, 
occurred in most of the deepest 
dredgings. Several very interesting 
new forms of star-fishes, ophiurans, 
and holothurians were dredged, some 
of them in large quantities, even in 
the deepest localities. Several inter- 
esting new forms of corals, gorgoni- 
aus, sea pens, and allied forms also 
occurred. Numerous specimens of 
huge sea-urchins, with flexible shells, 
were obtained from several different 
stations, in 600 to 1,100 fathoms. 
Some of these are about ten inches 
broad. One sea-urchin not before 
observed north of the West Indies, 
was taken in 991 fathoms. Most of 
the deep-sea star-fishes. belong to the 
genus Archaster and other closely 
related genera.
